twenty years ago stood highest at grad- | 
uation of a large class of a leading 
university. He divided them into 
groups and obtained accurate informa- 
tion concerning their average incomes 
since. The first group consisted of pro-) 
fessors—heads and first assistants— 
and though all the members of this | 
group are well known to-day and have | 
done good work as teachers and au-| 
thors the average salary is but $2.700 
and the average amount earned outside |

OF ALPINE HEIGHT. 





Miss 
Peck and two trainel guides from the 
Swiss Alps gained the summit of tue 
South American peak after many bard- 
ships, their ascent having gone beyond 
25,000 feet.

One had 
a Y fork en], while the other had a 
silk line running through guid2s, end- 
ing in a loop. The snake was usually 
found In a coll ready to strike, but 
before striking the silk loon was 


At the end of each day's hunt the 
venom was extracted. 

In dolng this a small platinum spoon 
was used, The operator, with his hands 
irecased In a protective glove, removed 
the snakes from the bag by looping 
them with the stick containing the silk 
thread. After grasping the repr'e 
| firmly well up to the neck, the noose 
| was removed and the serpent’s jaws 
were then forced open by a squeeze, 
The spoon was then Inserted tn {ts 
|mouth and pressed against the fangs ‘n 
the upper Jaw, causing them to press 
on the polson duct, forcing the venom 
through the hollow fang Into the bowl 
of the spoon. It was seldom that more 
than two or three drops of venom was 
| secured from the largest rattler. After 
its venom was taken the snake vas 
killed. The polfson was bottled for shin- 
ment in small phials and securely 
| sealed.
